SUMMER MAINTENANCE IN THE FLOWEft GkXUm 

Now that many homeowiwrs have seen sprii^ ^nvers bom 
bulbs, the decision nas to be mad; as to whether the bulbi i^^U 
be dug early this summer. If you plan to dig them, Act riioidd 
not be removed until the foliage has ripen^ or perhapa died \mk 
to the ground. After you dig the bulbs, they may be i«|llMrted im- 
mediately, or allow them to dry for several days and put th«n m Uk 
aerated bag and store during summer in a C(xA, dry araa. WlMstter 
you dig the bulbs or not depends on how long they ha^ been 
planted and how close together they were planted ori^iudly. la 
most instances the bulbs should be dug and removed betw^a 3 
and S years. It is* desirable, whHe waiting for the fdii^ to die 
down, to remove se^ pods which develop on tulip and muxsttsua 
plants. The r^i^aon for this is that a large quantity <A carboh^lrates 
or food is t^ing used in the devek^ment of aeedf, ntfier than 
going into develo|Mncnt of the bulb for next year's plaMs. 

,>^nother job which needs to be done is to examine ww 
»pring flowering shrubs (forsyythia, flowering quiiKe, aad liu^ 
to determine Aether they have become overgrown or too tkick. 
Now is the time to prune these flowering shni^ immedbMy ^Hm 
flowering. Many homeowners prune in the fall and cut on maA 
season's blooms. If severe (Hvning is n«:essary for fwsytiiia or 
other early sprii^-.fIowering plants, perhaps they have bww pint- 
ed in the wrong locaticm and these should be dug awLinoved to 
another area where they can grow more naturally. 

Also, examine your abelia, crepe myttte, vitex, and evet m iw 
shrubs and prune out ^m which hi^ye died during tiM wu^. 
Light pruning may be dm^ to evergrqtt ^mtbs any tuM throu|^ 
out the year. However, !l Mvvere |Nruning is to be done k AioASt 
be early in the spring -so that, new growth wiH cover umii^y 
stob^

A few weeks later other men came but they lacked the polish 
and ease of the others. They were hard men. Tlwy told Enmianual 
that he, as Mayor, of his village, must sec to it that his people 
were jH-operly cared for ; if not-they would ! He was told h<^ to 
run his village and who to ap|)oint. "Those who oppose tl^ tide 
of mankind's surge to freedom must pay the consequences" was 
their final t^mark. 

Emmanuel Mavrakis was probably no braver than ^pij- or I, 
but he had lost freedom once. He Itad seen his parents ' die al<ing 
with men who had become like brothtrs fo him. His freedom was 
precious. Emmanual refused the demlttids of these men. Two days 
later his three children were takAl. ' 

Again Biesc men told Enimamial lo do their bidding or this 
time, his chtWren would die. The niepbers of the town council 
urged him to {^ree to thgif deinands ^-i to save his children.

EmmanKal thought of the hundreds of men and women who

We knbw American men are 
dyiog daily in small brushf ire-wars to hrft the insidious march 
61 comtnunism; but it usually never quite touches our individual 
world. The communist is confident, however, that Americans are 
soft and spineless. Communist Interrogators in Korea came to that 
conclusion concerning pur fighting men. 4^ 

,^"^^^^ "I^"/^""" observations of Amerfcan soldiers and their 
officers captured m this war for the liberation of Korea from 
capitalistic and imperialistic aggression the following facts are- 
eviaenced. The American soldier has weak foyahies to his fimily,' 
his community, his country, his religion, and to his fellow sdldiers. 
His concept of right and wrong is hazy; opjiortunism is easy. By 
himself he feels fnghtened and insecure. He under-estimates hU 
own work, his own strength, and his ability to survive. He is 
largely ignorant ol social values, socfel tensions and^ con flicts . ' 
There is little knowledge or understanding even aniong United 
States university graduates, ef American political histocy andihil- * 
osophy: the. federal « state, and -dlawiiaity ©rganifati^te'; st^es ' 
rights and civil rights; freedoni safeguards, and how these^things 
supposedly -oijerate- within his own system. He is exceedingly in- 
sular and provincial, with little or no idea of the problems and flie 
aims of what he contemptuously describes as foreigners, and their 
countries. He has an unrealistic concept of America's inherent, 
rather than earned or proven, superiority and of its absolute mili- 
tary invincibility.

Two Cents Tax And DST 



The two per cent sales tax in Virginia 
Beach has now mar^ged to survive just 
about half a month, and no one seems any 
the worse for wear. Of course this may not 
last, particularly for^ the merchants who 
have to fill out so many forms to be sub- 
mitted to the city before the first of July. 

In those first few days, we stood around 
cash registers all over the city listening to 
d&rks trying to figure out the proper tax. 
There was always just the slightest pause 
while the clerk looked it up on "his handy 
little sales tax chart. Most of the customers 
accepted the additional sum as a matter of 
course, and reached into a pocket Pr pocket- 
book already full of lots of jingling pennies. 
Sortie would say, "Oh yeah, I'd forgotten 
about that." Others would. mumt>le some- 
thing about "yredh, another t®( . . . ", and 
one we heard shocked us icompletely. A 
njost respectable-looking, weRI-^essed man 
in his late thirties, tyrned on the poor 
young thing of a clerk and grunibled 
loudly, "Wher! dtt* iftat go ittto effect? I've 
been Mving here all my life, aijd I flidn't 
know we were ^oing to have a sates tax." 
Now that's y*/hat we call an urvinformed 
citizen, completely oblivious of the world 
around him. Somehow or other, we don't 
kn^w whether to envy him or pity him. 



But in our days of stamding around cash 
the lives of City Council rnembers and most 
registers, we heard no serious threats on 
people just dug a little deeper. 

So now we fall into a routine, paying 
two cents on a dollar as a sales tax. We 
should be just about completely u^ea to 
it, when the General Assembly meets Ttext 
January and decides to up the rate to three 
cents on a ck)llar. 

Arid If the transition from no tax to the 
sales tax was not bad enough, during the 
same Week, another momentous occasion 
had to take place. Daylight Saving Time 
began, and nobody seemed to remember 
whether to set the clock ahead an hour or 
back an hour. The Virginia General As- 
sembly, in its infinite wisdom^ probably 
did a very good thing when It cfecreed that 
DST would begin on a Sundisy. More than 
likely, we will all be fully used to ^T and 
an hour more' of dayllg'h*^ by jrtve Suncfey 
after Labor Day. That's the date set for the 
rteturn to Standard Time. 

these two traumatic experiences, 15ST 
and thef sales tax are now safely behind us. 
maybe we can settle down for a quiet 
summer of swimming, surfing, partying, 
fighting heavy traffifc and taking nerve 
pills.

Sizable Blue Crab Landed 



GLOUCESTER POINT — 
liow big do we grow blue crabs 
in Virginia? Reuben L. Jenkins 
of Gloucester County thought he 
had one of the biggest when he 
caught a pound and a half jim- 
my crab m one of his pots in 
Mobjack Bay last Monday morn- 
ing. Jenkins^ who lanids his 
catch at the York River Seafood 
Company at Perrin, gave the gi- 
ant <;rab to the Virginia Institute 
of Marine Science at Gloucester 
Point for its exhibit. 

W. A. Van ^ngel, marine sci-' 
entist in charge of crab research 
at VIMS^ measured and weighed 
the crab. "TTie crab was »% 
inches wide, from spine tip to 
spine tip, had a 21V4 inch span 
from tip to tip of outstretched 
claws, and weighed 1^ pounds. 
The jeg ipan and body weight 
are the same as another male 
crab on exhibit. The biggest crab 
on exhibit is 9% inches wide, 
but has very shiall claws," said 
Van Engel. He estitaat^ ttot 
Aese crabs were about 4 times 
average weight, and that about 
67 of them would fill ? 100 . 
pound barrel. Normally about 
300 crabs are packed in a bar- 
rel. . . ^

Swnani works at the top of 
a pole tlK equivalent in height of 
a lO-story building. He balances 
on his hand, hangs by one toe, 
and flings himself into an ex- 
aggerated and terrifying orbit on 
an extension from the alarming- 
ly swaying pole. 

He does it not once, but twice 
a day, and the free act may be 
seen at 2:30 and 10 p.m. through 
Sunday.

milk's flavor may quickly be 
changed by adding any wk» va- 
riety of fkvorio^.

glasses of milk each day provide 
for the moderately active man 
about 25% (A his daily recom- 
mended fwotem allowances (hi^ 
quaUty protein, too, with the 
amino acid needed for repairing 
and buildnig body tissue); more 
than 70% of his calcium (recom- 
mended for w^lts as well a« 
children); about 45% of hfa 
riboflavin (which is vital to tfie 
body's metabolism); about 15% 
of his vitamin A;^ (whk;h helps 
prevent blindness and is in- 
volved in skin health); and 10- 
15% of his calorics. ■^ : 

For an adult woman, the per- 
centages of nutrients are sli^tly 
higher becausfc of nutriMit al- 
lowances for women tend to be 
slightly lower than those of men. 
The four glasses of milk rec- 
ommended for teenagers ipro- 
vide substantially h^her per- 
centage of all these important 
hutrisnts. We call milk's calories 
"armored calories" because milk 
dtws provide so many essential 
nutrients at a comparatively low 
cost in calories.

This act provHded federal funds for the es- 
tablishment of a system of res«irch stations 
within the framework of the land Grant Col- 
C F. Lmr leges. These research stations provide much of 
the knowl^e thiU is passed to ihe people of the various states. 

Smith-Lexer Act — 1914 1 

This act e^Wished the Cooperative Extension Servkre and 
Also provided the formal bt^fhllihg of 4-H Oub work. The 
Cooperative Extensicm Servrce is a cooperative agreement among 
loca!, state, and fetkral governments to administer and finance 
prc^rnuns providing education to the peoi^e on an extouHon, or 
local basis. T^

They 
are dangerous twcause they can 
explode when bitten. Children in 
two out-of-state localities al- 
ready have been iiqured in this 
manner.

SPECIAL UNIT FOR HEMf PATIENTS 



In the last five years a new 
concept in initial hospital care 
of patients suspected of having a 
coronary thron>bosis has evolved, 
and the merit of such has re- 
sulted in a flourish of what is 
known as the Coronary Care 
" untt in many hospitals tiirou^v- 
6ut the country. 

The Coronary Care Unit plan 
at the new General Hospital of 
Virginia Beach will have four 
beds into w4iich any patient sus- 
pected of havii^ a heart attack 
may be admitted. A comfortable 
attachment of wires to the chest 
is applied, and the heartbeat is 
<»ntinuously recorded and visu- 
diad on special electronic 
equ^ent for this puipose. 

Any remarkable change in 
tfae patient's heartbeat creates 
^n instant alann at the purse's 
desk which would prompt hw^ 
to immediately go to thp pa- 
tient's bedside to determine wh^t, 
if any, serious change in the pa- 
tient's condition has taken place. 

Following heart attacks, i»

prcmpt recognition and the wty 
necessary, immediate institution 
of resuscitative measures. 

With the newer techniques of

Blood used for transfusions is 
obtained by the laboratory from 
the Tidewater Regional Blood 
Center which is supplied by the 
American Red Cross Bloodmo- 
bile visits throughout tito area. • 

Some of the laboratory's most 
dramatic moments often come 
from the immediate need for a 
particular type blood when a 
matter of minutes can mean the 
difference between life and 
death. When such incidents oc- 
cur, either a police car or a 
rescue squad unit is dispatched 
to the Blood Center for the life- 
giving fluid. 

The laboratory may not be 
open 24 hours a day when the 
hospital first opens, but a tech- 
nician will be on call at all times 
so^at its facilities wilt be avait- 
sble within a few minutes. 

Dr. Krueger comes to Vir- 
ginia Beach from Lee Memorial 
Hospital at Fort Myers, Florida, 
where he had been director of 
laboratories since 1962 and was 
serving as pathologist for three 
odier Florida hospitals. 

Dr. Krueger holds the B.S. 
in Natural Science from New- 
berry C&llege. In 1955 he did 
research into the problems re- 
lated to the mechanics of respir- 
ation at the Medical College of 
Virginia, sphere he earned the

«* With the Tenth Annual Virginia Beach Boardwalk Art Show 
loommgf aronod the corner (July 15-19). this is the time of year 
when most of us turn to thouehts of what type paintinps would

hall than a land^ape or should we put an abstract over that 
table instead of a pen and ink? Such decisions usually fall on the 
shoulders of womenfolk . . . unless you happen to be placing a 
portrait. Thert husbands becMne experts on art. 

There is something about a portrait, whether it be of wife or 
child, that brings out a normally unseen trait in husbands. Where 
they usuaUy are apathetic — or is it resigned ,— to their wives 
selection and placement of art, a portrait seemingly entitles them 
to an outburst of advice and suggestions and the inevitable criti- 
cisms. 

If the wife likes the portrait she is quite likely to hear such 
remarks as "It's terrible. Doesn't look at all like you. Put it in a 
closet or a back room." But if she doesn't like it then she's more 
likely to hear "It's the best likeness I've ever seen. Hang it in the 
living room." Such conflicts of taste could lead to divorce. But - 
they seldom do. The wife, rather knowingly, overcomes such 
obstacles by casually placing the portrait in a conspicuous place 
until the entire family becomes so accustomed to the painting that 
its pfaicement causes no problems. 

We have such a portrait in our house. It's an impressionistic 
oil on paper. The subject thinks it is a very good likeness — "A 
side of me^hat no one ever sees." The rest of the family disagrees 
and they have drawn the support of many close" friends. 

Fortunately, the subject had been prepared for this response' 
by the artist. During the hours they had "worked" together the 
artist often said a portrait is one type of alt that friends feel 
free to criticize. "We never think of people with their mouths 
ctosed. They are either. 'talking or laughing or smiling or eating 
wTieh we are with them so we never carry mental jMCtui^s x>f 
anyone with their mouth closed. That's why the first cHticism of 
a portrait is usually 'there's something about the mouth !" 

The sittings were most rewarding for the subject and the 
development of the portrait was fascinating. With each stroke of 
the brush the artist changed an expression or brought out a charac- 
teristic. .As the colors bknded together to create facial features, 
the subjart found it more and more difficult to stav within the 
confines of the sitting platform arvd when curiosity became all 
consuming would dash from behind the easel to see what progress 
th^ artist was making. 

It took two sittings of about three hours each but it was never 
tedkms or boring. The artist carried on an interesting and informa- 
tive conversation, varying the topics from art to the world situa- 
tion to the progress of Virginia Beach and wi to many other 
tinwly topics. At last, the artist stepped l^ck, eyed her work and 
declared it finished. 

One would have thougfit the subject was bringing a new baby 
home from the hospital when she came in with the portrait. The 
family gathered around, excitedly urged her to "hurry up, hurry 
up, let us see it." She slowly turned the painting toward them. 
Silence. Not even a gasp or an oooh or an ahhh. Just silence. 
Finally the husband spoki.

14, (insured damage $2 million).

HiMS storms hit tibe Doked 
States ^f two years — 1^2 
and 1963 — in whkh then 
were M) hurrrcanes to strike om 
coast. 

A iranicane is a tropical 
storm, ot tr^ical cyclone, car- 
rying sustMned wInA of over 
75 mftra per hour, in veloiity. 

In Ae last 5^ years, 96 hur- 
ricanes reached tne continental 
United States^ an average at al- 
most two a year. 

In each of torn ^ears — 1916, 
1933. 1954 and last year — 
the Unit^ States mainland was 
hit by four hurricanes. 

One of the most costly hurri- 
canes from the stan^int of 
property damage in the past doz- 
en years was Hurricane Carol, 
which struck New York (Long 
Island), New Jersey, and sev- 
eral New England states in 1954. 
After this storm, insurance com- 
panies paid $129,70O,(»0 in 
losses. 

Alio, in 1954, Hitfrfcane Ha- 
zel swept up the Atlantic coast 
causing insured losses totaliiM 
$122,050,000. 

In 1961,* Carta rushed into 
Texas and Louisiana causing in- 
sured property damage losses 
totaling $100,000,000. 

Back in 1957, Audrey streck 
the Gulf Coast and caused 395 
fatalities, although insured prop- 
losses were only $32,000,- 



Since then, hurricanes have 
taken some lives each year, but, 
thanks to advance warning by 
hurricane wau^hers the loss of 
liife has been much smalfer. 
„Ti»e wcrt twfi hnrricaiie ft 
talities in 1958, 24 in 1959, 65 
in 1960, 46 in 1961, four in 
1962, 11 in 1963, and 49 last 
ye«f. 

Obviously specific, precau- 
tions shoo^ be taken wli^ a 
hurricane Areatens, because a 
windstorm blowing at more than 
75 miles per hour can pack a 
lethal punch.

When a hurri- 
cane is born, U.S. Weather Bilr- 
jau observers usually track it 
before the storm hits the con- 
tinent. Observation planes are 
sent up to fly around and 
through the storm to gather first 
h«Kl information as to the in- 
tensity of its winds. W^n a hur* 
ricaiM appears to be moving; 
toward land, radio and televi> 
sipn stations wUi^a&k ja jydtb 
special bulletins telling of its 
position ahd the direction it is 
movii^. Your newspaper will 
also keep you informea, 

• If you have a battery-fx)w- 
ered radio, keep it equipped with 
fresh batteries for use in an 
emergency because hurricanes 
frequently knock (k)wn electric 
iransmission lines, causing power 
failures. 

• If you live or are vaca- 
ticming near a seashore, go in- 
land H a hurricape is about to 
strike the area, and pick a place 
to stay on high ground. Hurri- 
canes ^chufn up the sea and wiien 
tney hit, beaches and low water- 
front areas may become flooded 
or swept by storm waves. And, 
high udes usually accompany 
tJiem. 

• Go inland eariy, the ex- 
perts advise, if your passage to 
safety is' over a road that is 
likely to be under water with 
high tides. Rising tides fre- 
quently occur several hours bs- 
tee a hnrrieme hite, so move 
to higher land well in advance of 
the arri^l of the storm. Travel 
during a hurricane is dangerous. 

• When you leave the Ic^- 
fpitg area, take plenty ci food 
and water in thermos fa|Ot(les or 
ji^ witt you. In particub^; stock 
food that cata be eateni wthout 
cdoking. 

• It you are faced #^ rid- 
ing out a hurricane in a house 
which is well-built artf away 
from the water, that's possibly 
the best place for you to stay. 
Be sure you have a stock of food 
ample for several mea>. Steril- 
ize and fill pithers, keithes, pans,
